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Circuit Court Judge Wood this morning 
granted an injunction restraining Joseph 
Pulitzer, and Messrs. Williams, White and 
Carvalho from interfering with Col. C. H. 
Jones in the control and management of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

It was a little after 10 o’clock when 
Judge Wood took the bench in Court- 
room No. 2 to announce his decision in the 
petition of Col. C. H. Jones against Joseph 
Pulitzer and the Pulitzer Publishing Co., 
praying for a temporary injunction, which 
he has had under advisement since Oct. 
2. The court-room was crowded, and the 
nervous hum of voices was immediately 
stilled by the appearance of the Judge. i 

Prominent among those in the crowd were 
Messrs. F. N. Judson, J. M. Lewis and Chas. 
8. Taussig, attorneys for the plaintiff; Sam- 
uel Priest, F. W. Lehman and G. A. Finkeln- 
burg, attorneys for the defendants; Col. 
Willams and 8. 8. Carvalho, 
two the plaintiffs; John FH. 
Overall, Circuit Clerk Thomas B. 
Rodgers, O, J. Macaulay ot the United Press, 
Judge “Thos. Harvey. Frank Ryan, Cortes 
A. Kitchéh; Col Robert Kertm Col. Nat 
Frank, Chas. Broadhead, Col. Ed Turner of 
Plattsburg, Chas. W. Bates, Chas. McIn- 
tyre, Chas. Nagel, Jesse McDonald, J. E. 
Merrill, Judge wm, C. Jones, Hiram J. Grov- 
er, Geo. D. Reynolds, Geo. A. Shives, Geo, 
R. Lockwood, Circuit Judges Russell and 
Fisher and John F. Lee. 

Judge Wood consumed about 15 minutes 
in reading his decision from typewritten 
manucript, and its conclusion was signal- 
ized by a shuffling of feet on the part of the 
crowd that wanted to hurry out of the 
room. So great was the noise created that 
the court ordered the bailiff to restore quiet. 

This accomplished, Gen. J. M. Lewis for 
the plaintiff, moved that the indemnity 
bond be fixed at $5,000. Attorney Lehman, 
for the defendants, characterized the sug- 
gestion as ridiculous. The bond ought not 
to be a cent less than $100,000, he declared. 
A parley of considerable moment ensued 
between Messrs. Lehman and Finkelnburg 
on the one side and Messrs. Judson and 
Lewis on the other, which was finally cut 
mort by Judge Wood fixing the amount at 
$25,000. 

As this is a holiday, Col. Jones’ at- 
torneys asked that they be given until 
Saturday to arrange the bond. The request 
was granted, and on the suggestion of 
Judge Finkelnburg the court also notified 
the plaintiff’s counsel to submit at the same 
time Saturday morning a draft of the tem- 
porary injunction and he would carefully 
consider its terms and arrange them in ac- 
cord with his decision just announced.

JUDGE WOOD’S OPINION. 


The Legal Points Exhaustively Oov- 
ered and Submitted in Writing. 


Following is Judge Wood's opinion: 

“The issues of law and fact raised on this 
application for a temporary injunction may, 
I think, be briefty stated thus: 

“First—Is the contract of February 6, 
1895, which is set out in the petition, a valid 
and subsisting contract between plaintiff and 
defendant, The Pulitzer Publishing Co.? 

“Second. Will defendants, unless re- 
strained by the Court, take from plaintiff 
the control and nidnagement of the Post- 
Dispatch? 

“Third: If in the opinion of the Court 
these questions should be answered in the. 
affirmative, is it then the duty of the Court 


to preserve the status quo of the parties by

he alone managed and directed the affairs 
of the corporation and treated its assets as 
his individual property, and his right to do 
so was recognized by the other directors and 
stockholders; that the by-laws of the cor- 
poration in force at the date of the contract 
in question provided that the President and 
Directors should govern the company and 
that they should directly, or through the 
President, appoint all officers and agents of 
the company, and fix their salaries; that de- 
fendant directors believed that President 
Pulitzer had authority to make for the 
company the contract of Feb. 6, 1895, is evi- 
denced not only by their acquiescence, but by 
their actions and the language used in re- 
pealing the old by-laws and enacting new 
ones March 16, 189%. While the name of the 
company is not attached to the contract it 
is apparent from the subject matter that it 
was intended and understood by the parties 
to be a contract between the plaintiff and 
defendant company.

Please notify the others.“ By 
the word ‘others’ he evidently had refer- 
ence to the other directors. That shortly 
after this notice of appointment was given 
to defendant Williams, he was instructed 
by Pulitzer to install plaintiff as editor and 
manager of the Post-Dispatch, which he 
did on or about February 14, 189%. That 
at the time the contract was,entered into 
defendaht Pulitzer also forwarded to de- 
fendant Williams an announcement to the 
public, which said Williams on February 14. 
1895, and before installing plaintiff, had 
published in the Post-Dispatch. Said an- 
nouncement is as follows: 


Continued ill-health and loss of sight have render- 
ed it impossible for me to give personal attention 
to the conduct of the Post-Dispatch. I have not 
been able to visit the city for many years. 

Authority implies duty. 5 

I relinquish duties to which I am no 
longer equal at a distance and responsibilities 
which should only accompany the actual supervision 
of affairs. 

With this day Col. C. H. Jones, having acquired 
a proprietary interest in the Post-Dispatch, becomes 
itg editor and manager, with respousibility and 
control over its columns. 

In facilitating the return of Col. Jones to the field 
of his former labors I feel I am not only placing 
the journal in able hands, but am conferring a 
benefit on the city. His courage. and aggressiveness 
against every form of public wrong, his effective 
championship of local interests and his natural 
Democratic instincts are khown te me. He win 
conduct the paper on the lime of its successful 
record, infusing into its management * dlood and 
fresh energy. 

He will continue the papers battle for all that 
it true and enlightened, all that is bumane and 
progressive, all that is just, moral and intel 
gently conservative in government and society. He 
will enlist in the ever-continuing struggle against 
hypocrisy, privilege, class and corruption and, 
above all, he is pledged to maintain the fearless 
and absolute independence of the paper. 

JOSEPH PULITZER.

“The Circuit Court of the United States, 
in Andral vs. Redfield, 12 Blatchford 425, 
announced the doctrine in reference to the 
issuance of a temporary injunction as fol- 
lows: a 

The granting of 4 preliminary injunction has 
for its precise object the retaining of all things 
in their then condition until the case can be de- 
liberately heard or examined upon the issues for- 
mally made for hearing or trial. It is provisional 
merely. It is granted as a matter of distretion. 
It is often and properly granted where the ques- 
tion is important and doubtful. When the case 
comes to be finally beard on the merits and judg- 
ment is to be pronounced, the conrt is bound to 
apply to it the rules that govern the rights of 
the parties; and there is nottiing provisional in 
such judgment. They finally settle those rights. 
Until that ean or should be done a temporary in- 
junction is often a Giscreet exercise of the power 
of the court to see that nothing is done pendente 
lite which will tmpede the doing ot what may 
be finally adjudged to be right in the matter in 
controversy. But for this preliminary injunction 
the defendant might have pressed the action at law 
to trial and judgment before this case could be 
heard and decided, sq as to become the subject 
of further review it the parties so desired. De- 
cisions of the court granting or refusing a pre- 
liminary injunction are not conclusive either upon 
the court or the parties, and are not intended to 
be so, in a subsequent disposition of the cause 
by decree. We are, thereforé, not wanting in due 
respect to the court or Judge by whom the pre- 
liminary injunction was granted. Ou the contrary, 
our convictions tend to the belief that in sitting 
with us on the hearing of this demurrer his con- 
clusion et a 
judgment. 

“I believe this to be the Acer 8 in 
Missouri. While the rule js settled 
that a court of equity will not enforce spe- 
cific performance of an ordinary contract 
for personal service, I am inclinéd to believe

Rev. Elmer E. Willey, the former Congre- 
gational minister who is suing the Con- 
necticut Mutual Fire Insurance Co. for 


$1,500 on accoynt of a fire in his church 
and parsonage’ at Joplin, Mo., Jan. 22, 1894, 
is indignant at the implied charges con- 
tained in depositions filed by the deferidant. 
The suit is pending in Judge Fliteraft's 
court. One policy for $900 covered Mr. WII- 
lex's library and another for $600 covered his 
household effects.. 
The agent of the company at Joplin de- 
— that he found only a few burned 
ymn books in the ruins and not a sign of 
a valuable library. Two persons living near 
the church testified that when the alarm for 
fire was given they saw a man looking Lke 
Willey run -out of the rear door of the 
church. 

Mr. Willey, answering the charges, says: 
“An insurance company will first try to 
prove that you had nothing to burn and 
then that you started the fire. My wife and 
children were in Seattle, Wash., at the time 
of the fire, and in their absence Mr. A. L. 
Gardner, a lawyer now practicing in St. 
Louis, roomed: with me. The parsonage 
formed part of the church building. 

“As to the first accusation that the library 
Was not in the burned building, 1 filed a 
catalogue of my books with Adjuster Flem- 
ing when I took out the policy. Besides, 
all the literary people of Joplin used to 
come to my study and read my books on 
winter evenings. 

“T can prove that I started for St. Louis 
the day before the fire. I stopped at Carth- 
age, twenty-five miles from Joplin over 
night, and the fire occurred at 2 o’clock in 
the morning. Friends of mine in Joplin 
knew that I stopped in Carthage, and one 
of them, Al Reynolds, treasurer of the 
church, telephoned me about the fire.

He admits, however, that notification 
was otherwise given and according to the 
Statement of the case made to the Post- 
Dispatch this notification was three times 
‘given and an inspector visited the house 
and was cognizant of the facts. 

The explanation is not satisfactory and 
does not reflect credit on the methods of 
Dr. Starkioff has com- 
plained that physiciams often fail to 
notify the Gepartment of diphtheria cases 
and by reason of their failure the con- 
tagion is scattered. He charges much of 
the prevalence of diphtheria at present 
to the negligence of physicians. 

Yet under the rule announced by Dr. 
Starkloff that no notification except that 
of the attending physicians will be acted 
upon by the department the health offi- 
cials are doing the very thing which 
makes the negligence of physicians effec- 
tive in spreading the disease. 
all the physicians failed to notify the 
department of diphtheritic cases, would 
the health officers ignore all other sources 
of information and do nothing while diph- 
theria took possession of the city? Yet 
this is the policy they pursued when in 
this case they refused to accept the noti- 
fication of any one except the attending 
physician. 

The casés in which physicians take due 
care and conform to the law are easily 
attended to. The active services of the 
health officers are most, valuable in cases 
of negligence to prevent its ill effects and 
protect the public health, 

If the health officers permit the effi- 
ciency of their work to be governed 
wholly by the conduct of physicians and 
refuse to act unless formally notified by 
medical men, the red tape and circumlo-
